1 stances forbidden by lawto ship them 
back to the manufacturer or jobber. 
1 iJr. Hodgins said that dealers and 
merchants who have in their posses- 
sion products which are in violation 
of the law are 
subject to arrest. 


Among the substances which are in- 
jurious to health and proscribed by 
the state pure'food laws are sulphur 
dioxide, benzoated soda, formaldehyup 
and boric acid fluorine compounds. 
Most of these substances are used a.« 
preservatives. 


"As to artificial coloring, some are 


harmless and are not forbidden, while 
'others are." Mr. Hodgins' statement 
said. "Whether they are harmless can 
be determined only by chemical analy- 
sis, which is up to the manufacture! 
or to the dealer. 


"What I want to draw special at- 


tention to is that when you see on the 
label that the contents include forbid 
den preservatives it is evident with 
out analysis that such foodstuffs can 
not be sold. Look into the matter and j 
if you have any goods in the store i 
that come under the proscribed cia«<; I 
pack them up and send them back in | 
order to avoid any trouble."

Ap 
p>ton and Manitowoc, 3 per cent; Be 
loit, 3% per cent. 


It is the policy here to distribute the 


deposits among all banks. In doing 
this as much money as possible is car- 
ried on time deposits which carries; 
the maximum of interest. Other cities 
have followed a policy of letting the 
deposits on the basis of competitive 
bids.

sugar gouge it will reduce the duty in 
half under the power conferred upon the 
president by the tariff act. 


We think the excesses of the Fordney- 


MeCumbcr tariff bill are likely to be quite 
thoroughly understood by the people be- 
fore the next election. 
This measure 


•was passed in the full knowledge that it 
invited a dangerous reaction, and if it 
comes it will be nobody's fault but that 
of the stand-pat politicians who were in 
control of congressf when the tariff sched- 
ules were worked into law. The Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau federation, for instance, 
has figured that the total benefits to the 
farmers of the country which can be at- 
tributed to protective duties under the 
new law will not exceed $125,000,000. 
It also estimates that the tariff will cost 
the farmers in what they pay out for com- 
modities they have to buy an extra $426.- 
000.000. 
If the Farm Bureau federa- 


tion is correct here is a net cost. x to the 
farmers of the United States of $300.- 
000.000 imposed by the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber law. 
From this the farmer can 


Mmself figure out what he has to gain, 
and along with him the consumers at 
large who are today paying an excess 
price, for sugar of from three to four 
cents. 


GOOD CAUSE'FOR ALARM 


Nothing so upsetting to politicians and 


to a federal administration has occurred 
in recent years as the recent rise in sugar 
prices. 
The political significance of this 


distressing event was immediately re- 
alized. 
It fell -with special force upon 


the president and his cabinet because of 
the fact that the wholly .-justified outcry 
against the gouge was raised by an or- 
ganization in which Senator LaFollette 
is a power and because of the further fact 
that at the next session of congress La 
Follctte -and a handful of his. colleagues 
are likely to control the senate, as be- 
tween the regular Republicans and the 
Democrats. 


All of the investigating agencies of the 


government have been set in motion un- 
der a full head of steam. The depart- 
ment of justice .as the New York Times 
put it. is cranking up at a furious rate, 
the Federal Trade commission is trying 
to get in high gear and the department of 
commerce is away at high speed.' On top 
of it all President Harding, at the incon- 
venience of forfeiting a game of golf or 


two, 
has ordered the tariff commission to 


make an inquiry. Thus we have four of 
the principal departments of the govern- 
ment worked up to a great pitch of ex- 
citement and in full pursuit of the elusive 
profiteers who have so wickedly boosted 
the price of sugar some three or four 
cents. 


Not since the days of the Roosevelt 


trust busting has there been such activi- 
ties at Washington. And all for what? 
Because every day the exorbitant price 
of sugar continues, and every cent that it, 
advancc-h, takes from the pockets of the 
American people hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in excessive profits to specula- 
tors. 
Every housewife and every man 


with a grocery account resents this levy 
of sugar tribute, even if it is only a few 
cents, and justly so. In the aggregate this 
dissatisfaction 
becomes 
a 
formidably 


hostile force at election time, and it is not 
likely to be forgotten unless it is speedily 
terminated. 


Is it the politicians or is it the profi- 


teers who are really 1o blame? The an- 
swer 1o this is afforded by the little inci- 
dent which took place in connection with 
.the tariff making lasj, year when a deal 
••was undertaken by the high protection- 
ists with the sugar producers of Cuba to 
limit the Cuban crop. 
"When this could 


not be arranged, an excessive tariff on 
sugar was the alternative and it was 
adopted. This meant higher sugar prices 
the minute that it was done. 
The sugar 


interests may contend that it did not and 
they may furnish figures to prove their 
contention, but it is hardly possible that 
a low price level can be maintained on a 
commodity which this country must im- 
port in principal part when it must pay a 
substantial duty. 
There doubtless is an 


clement of speculation iu the present mar- 
ket, but the fundamental cause of high- 
er sugar lies in the excessive duty placed 
on it. 
If it were not for that duty how 


long could a high price of sugar he main- 
tained in the face of the fact that there 
is a material over-supply of sugar in the 
world markets? 


The beet* and cane sugar interests of 


the United States are entitled to a fair 
deal. 
They may be entitled to some 


protection, 
but 
we 
do 
not think 


they arc entitled to the protection con- 
ferred by the Fordney-McCumbv tariff 


THE EIGHT-HOUR DAY FOR THE 


FARM 


As is well known, the assembly at Mad- 


ison recently passed a bill introduced by 
Mr. Tucker, known as No. 28A. establish- 
in? the eight-hour day in the industrial 
field of "Wisconsin and prohibiting men 
from working longer than eight hours, ex- 
cept in emergency. 


It is not so well known, however, that 


the following amendment offered by As- 
semblyman Grandine was incorporated in 
the Tucker bill before its passage by the 
assembly: 


Amend the bill by striking out all of lines 27, 


2S and 29 of the printed bill, and by inserting m 
lieu thereof the following: "5. The department 
of markets shall ascertain the cost of produc- 
tion of farm products and in ascertaining such 
cost shall calculate labor on the basis of an 
eight hour clay as defined in this section." 


The significance of this amendment 


ought not to escape the attention of the 
farmers of "Wisconsin. It is the opening 
wedge of a movement to extend the com- 
pulsory eight-hour day to the farm. 
An 


investigation of the subject, that is to as- 
certain" the cost of producing farm prod- 
ucts on an eight-hour day basis, such as 
the assembly has authorized, can only 
mean that the assembly has in mind the 
extension of the eight-hour day, with all 
its restrictions and inhibitions, to- the 
farm. 


The social .radicals are in complete con- 


trol of the assembly. 
Every bill of an 


extreme character from the abolition of 
the 
national guard down has been 


promptly passed by this body. It will be 
the aim of the social radicals to control 
the senate in the next legislature. They 
are very near to control there now. at 
least to the extent, that much of the legis- 
lation they demand will be put through 


' that body. 


An assembly which passes such import- 


ant measures as those wiping out the na- 
tional guard, abolishing farm, institutes, 
recpaling drainage laws, etc.. without 
even so much as a roll-call is not likely 
to pay much attention 1o economic re- 
ports. 
It will make little 
difference 


what the department of markets reports 
about farm production on the basis of 
'the eight-hour day. If the social radicals 
conl rolled the legislature and took it into 
their heads to extend the eight-hour day 
to the farm, they would do so by acclam- 
ation. 
That they have this purpose in 


mind there can be no reasonable doubt. 
They are going to' make "Wisconsin a Uto- 
pia and to do that requires that they ex- 
tend the compulsory eight-hour day to 
the agricultural industry. 


Just as surely as the farmers continue 


to give their support to the farm-labor po- 
litical alliance, just so surely may they 
expect the enactment of a law in "Wiscon- 
sin in the near future that will forbid 
them to employ labor on their farms for 
more than eight hours in one day; in fact, 
that will prohibit men from working long- 
er even if they desire, just as it is pro- 
posed to do by the present legislature in 
the field of manufacture. 


THE HEALTH VALUE OF ASEPTIC TECHMC 


One great drawback "about trying to teach health 


through a newspaper in homeopathic doses is that 
the- class is forever changing, old pupils" quitting, 
either in disgust or because they begin to appre- 
hend they know about all the teacher pretends he 
knows, and new pupils joining the class day by 
lavlit us explain to today's new pupils that aseptic 
means germ free, and aseptic technie is the method 
whicfi the surgeon and his assistants use to pre- 
•vept infection of wounds and the modern physician 
and his assistants use to prevent the spread of com- 
municable disease. One of the vitally important dif- 
ferences between even the dependable kind of prac- 
tical nurse who commands the indorsement of the 
physicians of her community, and the trained nurse 
is the latter's aseptic technie, which makes the 
trained nurse an indispensable factor In so many 
cases where, were it not for the grave consequences 
of infection, a. 
practical nurse might serve very 


well, for instance, when an operation is to be done 
of a compound fracture (a broken bone to which 
germs have possible access through a wound of the 
skin or mucous niembrance) properly cared for or 
a family augmented. An aseptic technie sufficient- 
y trustworthy for such work is quite beyond the 
capabilities of even {he most intelligent and con- 
scientious of practical nurses. It demands profes- 
sional training.

Yet anybody with enough intelligence to try to 


keep flies away from food—nowadays many of us 
have moments of unease by reason of such intel- 
ligence, if not -weeks of disease by reason of the 
flies—may, without becoming at all finical, develop 
a personal aseptic technie which affords real secur- 
ity against chance infection with disease. 


Remember that this aseptic technie means clean- 


liness as regards invisible "dirt," microbes, ^not the 
mere removal or avoidance cf visibile "dirt" which 
is often enough quite harmless. As I have sug- 
gested on other'occasions some of our cleanest peo- 
ple (in the visible sense) are the dirtiest (in a san- 
itary sense}, 
I hope that is quite clear, for it 


means much in reference to the aseptic conscience 
I am striving to arouse. 


If the use of aseptics in the mouth or throat or 


nose conferred protection against infectious or germ 
diseases there would be no need to bother about per- 
sonal asepsis. If the filling of the house or sick- 
room with any kind of vapor, smoke, gas or fumi- 
gant really prevented the spread of^infectious di- 
seases we might touch off some fireworks each 
night and morning and save ourselves all the labor 
of keeping <:lean. 


A word to the soap manufacturers should be suf- 


ficient. 1 fear they have overlooked an opportun- 
ity to popularize soap. For a people who boast so 
much about bathing as we Americans do, we have 
a very low per capita soap consumption. For a 
people so fond of "sanitary" conditions we support 
a disgracefully large number of lunch rooms and 
other places where food is eaten but no adequate 
provision is made for the patron to wash his hands.

The resulting compound 
which is a mild form of gun-cotton, 
can be dissolved in alcohol and ether, 
like the common collodion that we use 
to cover our skinned knuckles.

the nitric had to be thoroughly elimin- 
ated from the yarn, otherwise it was 
too inflammable. 


During the war a form of soluble 


cellulose found extensive employment 
as "scac" or dope for airplane wings. 
This is the acetate, made by dissolv-

of 
vinegar, 
acetic. 


Lustron is made by this process.

To fish 
sauce may be added 
lemon 
juice, 


chopped parsley or pickles, red and 
green peppers, capers, ketchup, chile 
sauce, and hard-boiled eggs or raw 
yolk of eggs.

tables, especially the onion, in the 
butter or fa.t used.
